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New Coins Require New Price Guides 


S tatistical indexes of sev- 
eral kinds routinely are employed 
in evaluating the performance of com- 
mon stocks and bonds. Some exam- 
ples include the Dow Jones Indus- 
trial Average; Standard & Poor’s 
500; Nasdaq; Wilshire 5000 Equity 
Index; and Morgan Stanley Capital 
International Europe, Australasia and Far East Index. 

These financial indexes are quite popular and often help 
guide investment decisions, monitoring the movement 
and/or outcomes of different underlying securities over 
time and across geographical regions. In spite of these 
benefits, however, such indexes are far from perfect in a 
statistical sense. 

For instance, while many popular indexes for common 
stocks indicate a rallying market, other statistical indica- 
tors — such as the New York Stock Exchange Advance/ 
Decline — recently documented the presence of an obvi- 
ous bear market. This divergence of market indicators 
often is viewed with alarm, but may present some ex- 
tremely useful information. 

Similar indexes likewise are important in the field of 
numismatics. Many coin dealerships publish price guides 
that report current market changes or movement. Coin 
World follows price trends on a regular basis. Perhaps the 
most promising and certainly the most statistically so- 
phisticated coinage index presently available is Coin Uni- 
verse 3000, developed by David Hall and associates. 

It should be recognized, however, that most of these 
price guides pertain to older or classical American 
coinage. They completely overlook a current, dynamic 
market sector that may prove to be of substantial interest 
to both collectors and investors. In particular, I refer to 
the various coins in the United States Mint’s 50 State 
Quarters'^'^ Program; the earlier silver, gold and platinum 
American Eagle bullion coins and coin sets; and, most re- 
cently, the Sacagawea golden dollar. 

The unusual, rapid rise in market prices for some of 
this new coinage, especially the 50 State quarters, has 
been nothing less than stunning. The available evidence 
indicates that the market prices have remained relatively 
constant or slowly and progressively increased. At this 


point, I have seen no clear indication 
that prices have decreased. With 
their growing popularity, their values 
may well continue to soar. And, since 
this is a 10-year program sponsored 
by the Mint, there is no compelling 
reason to assume that interest in this 
coinage will fade anytime soon. 

In large part, the popularity of the 50 State quarters 
appears to be driven by a set of interrelated dual psycho- 
dynamic processes, operating at conscious and uncon- 
scious levels; and a correlated or parallel sociocultural 
duality involving manifest and latent functions or out- 
comes intrinsic to the recent entrepreneurial activities of 
the U.S. Mint. 

Prices commanded by these new issues, particularly 
when compared to those of classical coins, is analo- 
gous to the conventional stock market, especially if 
one considers the apparent stock price movement and/or 
levels of large corporate enterprises in relation to the 
stock prices and increases of smaller, recently developed 
computer, Internet or biotechnology companies. This 
paradox is all the more striking when one recalls that the 
newer coins have extremely high mintages and a base- 
metal composition, as opposed to classical coinage that is 
much less common and often made up of silver and gold. 

At any rate, I would conclude that the numismatic field 
now requires a new, more specialized index to represent 
contemporary American coinage. I would hope that the 
American Numismatic Association could sponsor such an 
index. The development of a measure or indicator of this 
type would not only be very helpful to many coin collec- 
tors and/or investors, but also might actually help the en- 
tire field to grow. •

Math T utor Organizes 
Middle School Coin Club 

I have been reading the July 2001 
issue of The Numismatist and would 
like to add my comments to several 
of the letters. I am the advisor to the 
Becker Middle School Coin Club in 
Las Vegas. I formed the club nine 
years ago after I retired as a math 
teacher and became a tutor. 

I used coins as prizes for my stu- 
dents, and they asked me to start a 
club. I now conduct meetings on a 
weekly basis. Since the club’s incep- 
tion, approximately 250 students 
have enrolled. I received a donation 
of 90 used “Red Books,” so I give 
every enrollee a copy, as well as a 
Wheat cent folder. 

At each meeting, I set out about 
1,000 Wheat cents, and members 
are encouraged to take as many as 1 0 
coins to add to his or her folder. 
That is my “hook,” and it works. Our 
meetings also include videotapes, 
talks, quizzes, and show and tell. 
From there they go on to trading, 
want lists and a desire to learn more. 

We cover any and all phases of nu- 
mismatics, such as United States and 
foreign coins, and paper currency. 
We allow each student to find his or 
her own specialty. I use requirements 
from the Boy Scout Coin Collecting 
Merit Badge as criteria for each stu- 
dent to be called a “numismatist” at 
our graduation party each year. We 
disband for the summer, but start up 
again in September. 

We receive support from our par- 
ent club — the Las Vegas Numis- 
matic Society. I have been able to 
establish a numismatic library of 


more than 75 books. Needless to 
say, I am extremely proud to give 
something back to the hobby that 
has been my love for over 70 years.

Member Offers Comments on 
“Moo-mismatists” and 
Fate of the Lowly Cent 

Nancy Martindale’s article “Are You 
a Moo-mismatist?” (July 2001, p. 
781) listed a number of inexpensive 
coins that can be bought by young 
collectors with limited funds. The 
Numismatist should include more ar- 
ticles of this sort that can stimulate 
interest in numismatics! 

As the author points out, cattle 
were depicted on some ancient coins. 
Perhaps the most readily available 
of these are the silver Byzantine 
coins depicting a cow standing on 
a dolphin, and the silver drachms 
of Apollonia showing a cow and 
her calf. 

As far as Sol Taylor’s commentary 
in “Mint State Views” (“America’s 
Cent: A Fading Memory,” p. 764), 
regarding mints of various nations 
ceasing to produce their lowest- 
denomination coins, it seems it is 
only a matter of time until the lowly 
U.S. zinc cent is discontinued. How- 
ever, it is a confusion of cause and 
effect to state that “the immediate 
effect has been a loss of trade value 
against the United States dollar and 
a sharp rise in inflation (3 to 5 per- 
cent).” Just the opposite is true. 

Lowering the purchasing power of 
the monetary unit by well-calculated 
monetary policy — a diabolical way of 
managing (repudiating) government 
debts — renders the costs of minting 
low-denomination coins excessive in 
terms of the deliberately devalued 
monetary unit. 

In the United States, the purchas- 


ing power of the dollar is only about 
one-tenth of what it was in the 
1950s. Two reliably indicative prices 
demonstrate this, no matter what 
governmental claims are made: auto- 
mobile prices and postal rates. Postal 
service is related to a wide variety 
of aspects of the economy, and until 
1958, the cost of mailing a letter 
was less than one-eleventh of the 
present price.

And, the United States Mint 
ceased production of dollar coins in 
1803, not 1802.

save businesses money and decrease 
the time we spend at the store.” 

I would like to share some com- 
ments regarding this proposal. To 
discontinue the cent by changing tax 
laws and convincing merchants to 
round to the nearest nickel will only 
confuse the general population, 
some of whom still believe the Saca- 
gawea dollar contains a trace amount 
of gold. Rounding the tax to the 
nearest nickel and keeping the cent 
will cause Americans to use it more 
. . . five Lincoln cents or a nickel. I 
prefer common cents. 

As for the comment that “U.S. 
coinage has not been significantly 
changed since 1857 when the half- 
cent piece was dropped,” more obvi- 
ous to the public perhaps was the 
discontinuation of the use of silver in 
our coinage in 1964. I imagine more 
Americans remember silver coins 
than know there once was a U.S. 
half-cent denomination. Lasdy, citi- 
zens of the United States do not use 
“pennies.” We use “cents.” 

I have forwarded my views to 
Representative Kolbe. I would en- 
courage ANA members to read 
about the legislation on his web site 
and do the same.

Collector “Buffaloed” by 
Mint Sales Policies 

After reading about the 2001 Buffalo 
dollar in the July issue (“Buffalo 
Dollar to Benefit National Museum 
of the American Indian,” p. 773), I 
wanted to place an order. I called the 
U.S. Mint about five days after 
receiving my magazine on June 25. 
A Mint employee told me that 
all 500,000 pieces had sold in about 
two to three weeks (well before I 
even got my July issue). She said she 
didn’t even know about the coin un- 



til May, but that “collectors” had 
been inquiring well before that. 

She told me each “collector” was 
allowed to purchase 20 coins. I won- 
dered where they all went, so I 
searched on eBay. There they were, 
offered for an average of $125 each. 
Since the issue price for proofs was 
$37 each, that’s a profit of more than 
300 percent. 

Obviously hoarders beat me to the 
punch. Speculators again gobbled up 
the supply, creating a shortage. Some 
re-sellers didn’t even have their 
coins from the Mint yet and were 
stating a 30-day delivery date, hop- 
ing they would get them in time. 
One seller told me he has 80 coins 
for sale (a potential profit of $7,040)! 
Sound like stock speculation? 

I feel the Mint should limit pur- 
chases to five coins per buyer. It re- 
minds me of kids at a birthday party 
rushing to the head of the line to 
grab as much cake as they can carry 
— too bad if the kids at the end of 
the line don’t get any. This experi- 
ence in “collecting” has left a had 
taste in my mouth, but not as bad as 
eating too much birthday cake.

GERMANY: 

First Gold Coin since 
1915 Commemorates 
the End of the Mark 

The last time a gold coin was issued 
in Germany — 88 years ago — the 
nation still was an empire. With the 
Deutsche-mark denomination set 
to be replaced by the euro, the Cen- 
tral Bank Council of the Deutsche 
Bundesbank decreed that a gold 
coin with a value stated in marks 
should be issued one, last time. 

The commemorative 1 -Deutsche 
mark, dated 2001, is basically iden- 
tical in appearance, thickness and 
diameter (23.5mm) to the copper- 
nickel circulating coin of the same 
denomination. Since it is struck 
in .999 fine gold, it is heavier, 
weighing 11.85g. The obverse leg- 
end BUNDESREPUBLIK DEUTSCH- 
LAND has been replaced by 
DEUTSCHE BUNDESBANK. An au- 
thorized mintage of 1 million coins 
has been established.

Heidi Springs to Life 
on Helvetica Coin 

Switzerland’s famous heroine, Heidi, 
comes to life on a new “Helvetica” 
commemorative coin from the Swiss 
Mint. The Heidi 50-franc gold piece 
joins a 20-franc silver coin dedicated 
to her creator, writer Johanna Spyri, 
who died 100 years ago. 

Introduced in 1880, the story of 
the appealing Alpine girl was suc- 
cessful from the outset and since has 
been translated into around 50 lan- 
guages. Some 50 million copies of 



Swiss 20- and 50-franc coins honor, re- 
spectively, the centennial of the death 
of Johanna Spyri; and Heidi, the world- 
famous character she created. 
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Spyri’s novel have been sold world- 
wide, and it has inspired numerous 
films, plays, operas and cartoons. 

Both sides of the 2001 Heidi 50- 
franc gold proof were designed by 
Albrecht Schnider. The obverse 
shows the barefoot girl running with 
a goat; the reverse shows stylized 
mountains. Struck in .900 fine gold, 
the coin is limited to 7,000 proof 
coins in presentation cases. The issue 
price is 250 Swiss francs. 

The 2001 Johanna Spyri 20-franc 
silver coin is the work of Sylvia 
Goeschke. The obverse bears a bust 
of the mature writer, with her name 
and birth and death dates (1827- 
1901). Forming the background on 
the reverse is a facsimile of Spyri’s 
writing and signature. Mintage is 
limited to 100,000 uncirculated and 
15,000 proof coins. The uncirculated 


piece is priced at 20 Swiss francs; the 
proof is 50 Swiss francs.

The many faces of Cleopatra are revealed in a new exhibit “Cleopatra of 
Egypt: From History to Myth” coming to Chicago’s Field Museum in Octo-^ 
her. The various interpretations of the legendary figure are revealed in many 
works of art , including the bronze 80-drachma coin featured at the left. 
Issued by the Mint of Alexandria in 51-30 B.C., the coin was part of the 
queen’s radical reform efforts to debase Egypt’s silver coinage and make it 
compatible with the Roman denarius, while increasing long-ignored bronze 
production. Experts surmise that this marble bust of Cleopatra (right) was 
sculpted when she was in Rome and may closely reflect her actual appear- 
ance (as opposed to the Hellenistic coinage portraits). the field museum

(which owns the recovered treasure).

“The Trenton Thunder is proud 
to be the first baseball team to part- 
ner with the U.S. Mint to encourage 
the use of the golden dollar,” says 
Rick Brenner, the team’s general 
manager and chief operating officer.

Dollar coins are fast and 
convenient for our cashiers and fans 
to use. And they’re fun.”

A trial-strike specimen was on dis- 
play at the ana’s World’s Fair of 
Money® in Atlanta, August 8 through 
12. Formal striking of the commem- 
oratives was scheduled to begin on 
August 20, the anniversary of the 
date the gold left California for 
Panama, where it was transferred to 
the doomed Central America. Because 
of the limited supply of authentic in- 
gots, a maximum of 5,000 restrikes 
has been authorized.

X his huge silver coin was struck in the Greek colony cJ Syracuse on the island of Sicily 
about 400 B.C. This decadrachm weighs 43.51 grams or near fine silver and is struck by 
unsigned dies engraved by the famous artist Kimon. The obverse depicts a charioteer 
driving a quadriga at full gallop. Nike is flying above, crowning the driver with a victory 
wreath. Below the exergual line are a military harness, shield, greaves, cuirass and helmet, 
all connected by a horizontal spear. The Greek letters for ATHLA below these objects 
name them as the prize for the victor of the contest. 

The reverse depicts the head of Arethusa in superb classical style. The artistic beauty of 
this coin has made this design one of the most famous of all time. The nymph Arethusa is 
wearing a pendant earring and beaded necklace, with her hair up in a an open weave 
sakkos. Four dolphins swim around her and the city name of Syracuse, behind her head, is 
mostly off the flan.

Early Children’s 
Counting Books 

“That Twenty Shillings are a Pound ...” and similar 
rhyming text from books first published in the early 
1 800 s taught children social and monetary concepts. 



Traditionally, schoolchildren 
learned the values of their 
elders through primers and 
books of instruction. The 
rhymes in counting books 
taught youngsters not only 
about money, but also the 
cultural mores of the society 
they inhabited. 


O NCE UPON A time, a long time ago, children did not 
learn about money or other aspects of the world they 
lived in by sitting in front of a television set all day. 
Rather, they learned about society and how to get along 
in it, including how to count and handle money, by 
reading primers and books of instruction. And “thereby hangs the tale.” 

From a Historical Perspective 

Children’s books — that is, books that are designed to amuse and 
divert even when education is the primary objective — did not exist in 
great numbers before the mid 1700s. In fact, prior to John Newbery’s 
publication of Pretty Pocket Book in 1744, children’s reading material 
consisted mainly of religious tracts. It was only after Newbery opened 
for business at “the Sign of the Bible and Sun in St. Paul’s Churchyard,” 
London, that children’s books as we know them today began to be pub- 
lished in earnest.

In the 250-plus years that have elapsed, children’s books, especially in 
the English-speaking world, have drawn upon a tradition of myth, folk- 
lore and romance to peddle instruction in the guise of entertainment. 
Out of this rich mixture have come the countless nursery rhymes whose 
form and meter comprise the foundation of what we immediately recog- 
nize as “children’s literature.” Amusement and instruction (and some

delightful illustrations) are intertwined in some of the most interesting 
children’s literature ever published — money-counting books. 

Entertainment combined with education is not a particularly surpris- 
ing goal. Although parents usually buy a child’s books, they often do so 
at the child’s urging. If a publisher can attract the parents with education 
and the child with fun, then the publisher’s product not only will sell, but 
also will be read. Children’s money-counting books clearly fall within the 
duality of this mandate for publishing success. 

Regrettably, the earliest money-counting books are rare. (Several 
particularly nice examples survive as part of the Elisabeth Ball Collection 
of Historical Children’s Materials at Indiana University’s Lilly Library 
in Bloomington, Indiana.) Usually bound in stiff, drab, paper covers 
and printed on paper that rarely was of high quality, the first children’s 
books seldom were the “honoured treasures 
of a fine library,” as F.J. Harvey Darton 
concluded in his text Children'^s Books in 
England: Five Centuries of Social Life. Rather, 
these instructional tomes “suffered the 
fiercest form of attrition to which printed 
matter can be subjected — daily use” and, of- 
ten, willful destruction. 

However, it may be seen from the few 
surviving examples that most early chil- 
dren’s money-counting books have much in 
common. Their form and meter, for exam- 
ple, are closely patterned after those of 
nursery rhymes. 

Apart from similarities in content, these 
fragile, little books share physical character- 
istics: They tend to be “squarish” (com- 
monly 130 X 100mm); none exceed 16 pages 
in length; and all have engravings (usually 
hand-colored) that share equal space with 
the text. 

The counting-book “formula” prevailed 
for a valid reason. “What is cast in rhyme 
and metre is most quickly learned and most 
readily recalled,” distinguished historian of 
children’s literature Percy Muir points out 
in English Children's Books 1600-1900.

An Individual Approach to Design 

Illustrations for these influential little texts were specially 
commissioned. Artists were instructed to “provide a pattern in which 
broad blocks of simple colours [could be] employed,” notes Philip James 
in Children's Books of Yesterday. Such patterns were important for count- 
ing books, as well as early children’s books in general, because the pages 
were hand-colored — and not by artists. As James explains, “The colour- 
ing was done by children in their teens, who worked with astonishing 
celerity and more precision than could be expected. They sat round a 
table, each with a little pan of water-colour, a brush, a partly coloured 
copy as a guide, and a pile of printed sheets. One child would put on the 
red, wherever it appeared in the copy; another followed, say, with the 
yellow, and so on until the colouring was finished.” 

Comparison of different copies of the same edition of a text suggests 
that more than one child usually applied a particular color, “as the 
shades of colouring differ considerably” from copy to copy.

50-cent piece is one of America’s rarest coins.

^ ^ Draped Bust half dollar with “small eagle” reverse, 

bearing the dates 1796 and 1797, is one of the great rari- 
ties of American numismatics. With a combined mintage 
of just 3,918 pieces for both years, it is considered by 
many professional numismatists to be the rarest United 
States silver type coin, if indeed not one of the rarest of all U.S. type 
coins. The 1796 issue has the lowest mintage of the series, estimated in 
A1 Overton’s Early Half Dollar Die Varieties (updated by Don Parsley in 
1990) to be approximately 934 coins, or about 24 percent of the total 
two-year production. 

Each date has two die varieties. Variety 1 of the 1796 issue features 15 
stars on the obverse, while Variety 2 has 16 stars. 

Regarding the 1797 issue, the reverse of Variety 1 
shows a leaf tip pointing between the O and F of 
OF; on Variety 2, the leaf tip is even with and 
touches the F of OF. Overton/Parsley estimate 
that the 15 -star variety of 1796 half dollar ac- 
counts for 569 coins, and the 16-star variety, 365 
coins. The two 1797 varieties have an estimated 
combined mintage of 2,984 pieces. 

Relatively few specimens of the 1796-97 half 
dollar are thought to have survived. In Early Half 
Dollar Die Varieties^ the authors assign the 1796 
15-star variety a rarity rating of “5” (31 to 80 
specimens known); the 16-star variety has a rar- 
ity rating of “6” (13 to 30 specimens known).

The two 1797 varieties each have a rarity rating of “5.” Thus, 44 to 110 
1796-clated half dollars and 62 to 160 1797-dated specimens are esti- 
mated to be extant. 

David W. Lange, in an April 1990 article in The Numismatist^ provides 
another rarity estimate for these 50-cent pieces. He states that “there are 
not many more than 100 survivors.” 

Some auction catalogs also give estimates for surviving 1796-97 half 
dollars. For example, the catalog for Heritage Numismatic Auctions’ 
September 1998 Long Beach (California) sale notes that “there are per- 
haps 150 to 200 that survive, mostly in very low grades.” A catalog issued 
by Auctions by Bowers and Merena for the 1997 sale of the Louis E. 
Eliasberg Sr. Collection states that “not more than a few hundred speci- 
mens exist of these issues.” Eor the 1797 date, the catalog estimates 200 
or so extant. 

While attempts have been made to estimate the survival rates of the 
1796-97 half dollar, little can be found in the numismatic literature 
about the grade distribution of surviving specimens. It is assumed, from 
what I have read in dealers’ price lists/newsletters, auction catalogs and 
general numismatic articles dealing with the series, that the few surviv- 
ing examples are in “low grades” or otherwise impaired. A December 
1994 Heritage price list states that 1796-97 half dollars “are not usually 
seen above the VG [Very Good]-Eine grade level.” Walter Breen, de- 
scribing the four varieties in his Complete Encyclopedia ofU.S. and Colonial 
Coins, noted that they are “usually in low grades.” 

Bowers and Merena’s Eliasberg catalog is more specific about the 
grade distribution of surviving 1796-97 half dollars, particularly uncir- 
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culated specimens: “Walter Breen notes that of 1796 half dollars with 
15 stars . . . there are known today perhaps eight or ten uncirculated 
pieces . . . , and at least three which may have been presentation pieces.” 
For the 1796 16-star variety, the catalogers indicate that “just two or 
three strictly Mint State pieces [are] accounted for. The same statement 
can be said for 1797 . . . in uncirculated preservation, but not quite so 
rare as the 1796 with 16 stars.” 

The Eliasberg catalog also notes that in circulated condition, the 
1796-97 half dollars “are seen in all grades from Good or less through 
Extremely Fine. Probably the typical worn example ranges from Good 
to Fine, although there seem to be a number of examples hovering 
around the Fine classification, straining but falling short of the Very 
Fine mark. Of the known specimens in Extremely Eine and About Un- 
circulated, most seem to be dated 1796.” 

Methodology 

In an effort to determine how many 1796-97 half dollars have, in 
fact, survived, and to what degree of preservation, I systematically 
tracked their appearance in fixed-price lists and at auction for the period 
1990 through 1999. Price-list information was obtained from advertise- 
ments in major numismatic publications, such as Numismatic News, Coin 
World and The Numismatist', dealer newsletters; and the Internet. Auction 
information was obtained from pre-event coverage, advertisements and 
reported results in Numismatic News and Coin World', auction catalogs; 
and the Internet. 

In all, I documented 81 1796-97 half dollars. I assigned an identifica- 
tion number to each and recorded the following information: 

• Date (1796 or 1797) 

• Overton variety (if listed); if not, whether 15 or 16 stars (1796 only) 

• Grade assigned by the dealer, auction house or third-party grad- 
ing service 

• Source of information (name of dealer or auction house) 

• Name of the collection and pedigree (if given) 

• Date of price list or auction 

• Dealer’s listed price, or auction price realized (if available) 

• Description, such as toning, strike, adjustment marks, cleaning, 
scratches, damage, etc. (if provided) 

(Table 1 offers examples of the collected data; a complete report is avail- 
able to interested readers.) 

Analysis 

The half dollars under study are summarized in Table 2 by grade, 
date, number of stars (1796 only), identification number, grading service 
and quantity. If no grading service is indicated, the coins are not certi- 
fied (‘' ‘raw”). Specimens with intermediate grades are rounded down to

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the next full grade, while those with different grades for obverse and re- 
verse are assigned the lower of the two. 

Before drawing any conclusions on what the distribution of these coins 
tells us about surviving 1796-97 half dollars, it is necessary to account for 
possible duplicate specimens. (In Table 2, these are highlighted in bold- 
face type.) Multiple coins of a particular date/star variety that are raw or 
have been graded by the same certification service are considered possible 
“repeat” specimens. Forty-eight of the 81 coins fall into this category. 
(The only exceptions are coins “57” and “58,” both raw 1796 15-star 
specimens in Mint State (MS)-64. These are separate coins from the John 
Whitney Walter Collection, sold by Stack’s on May 4, 1999.) 

Possible duplicates were further scrutinized by comparing available 
information on variety, collection name/pedigree, appearance date, and

Reflecting the ideals and interests of Renaissance Italy, 
Lorenzo de’ Medici assembled a collection of ancient 
coins that influenced literature, art and architecture. 


I T IS 1478. Lorenzo de’ Medici makes his way through throngs 
of well-wishers to arrive at his welcoming palace on the Via 
Larga. As he proceeds to the mansion’s inner sanctum, the 
sounds of the city recede, the shouting becomes but a faint whis- 
per. On a typical day, Florentines would have been minding 
their shops, tending their fields or working in the factories that produced 
the city’s famed woolen cloth. Today, having witnessed the hanging of 
Lorenzo’s would-be assassins, they are in no mood for work. 

Entering his study, Lorenzo bolts the door, shutting away the outside 
world. His heart is heavy, for the assassins slayed his brother, Giuliano, 
before their ill-fated attempt on his own life. Lorenzo now is sole ruler 
of Florence. He makes his way to a shelf at the far end of the room to re- 
trieve a small, nondescript wooden box. Carefully opening it, he removes 
a small, silver object. Gazing at the portrait on the denarius, he wonders 
how Hadrian felt on his first day as Roman emperor. 

For most of us, the Italian Renaissance brings to mind great artists like 
Michelangelo and Leonardo da Vinci. Some also might recall Lorenzo 
de’ Medici {II Magniftco, “The Magnificent”), head of the powerful 
Medici banking family and unofficial ruler of Florence — hub of the early 
Italian Renaissance — from 1478 until his death in 1492. A true “Renais- 
sance man,” he opened his home to many of the most prominent artists 
and thinkers of the day. He, himself, was an exceptional poet. His great- 
est love, however, was collecting manuscripts, jewels and antiquities. 

Lorenzo’s passion for collecting led him into the budding science of 
numismatics, and he assembled one of the greatest coin collections the 
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Though impressive at the time, these numbers are 
paltry considering that Lorenzo enlarged the family 
collection to more than 2,300 coins. 


world has ever seen. His collection not only reflected the attraction nu- 
mismatics held for the wealthy but also influenced some of the greatest 
artists of the Italian Renaissance. 

Origins of the Medici Collection 

The Medicis’ rise to power in Florence began with Lorenzo’s great- 
grandfather Giovanni di Bicci de’ Medici, who amassed great wealth by 
lending money at high interest rates. This led to the creation of the 
Medici bank, which Giovanni passed down to his son Cosimo. Though 
Florence officially was a republic, true power belonged to the wealthy 
and well-connected, and Cosimo realized the importance of forming ties 
with the most influential figures of the day. His network eventually ex- 
tended as high as the Papacy in Rome. Soon he became — in everything 
but name — the sole ruler of Florence. 

Cosimo also started the Medici tradition of patronage of the arts. The 
list of artists with whom he associated reads like a textbook on the his- 
tory of art, including Filippo Brunelleschi, Fra Angelico and Donatello. 
In addition to commissioning works, Cosimo began assembling what 
would be one of the world’s greatest collections of precious objects 
and antiquities. 

After his death, Cosimo’s collection went to his son Piero, who ex- 
panded it by acquiring numerous ancient manuscripts. He also prepared 
the oldest surviving inventory of the collection. In 1456 it numbered 53 
gold, 300 silver and 33 bronze pieces; a count taken nine years later to- 
taled 100 gold and 503 silver coins. Though impressive at the time, these 
numbers are paltry considering that Lorenzo enlarged the family collec- 
tion to more than 2,300 coins. 

When Piero died in 1469, his son Lorenzo took control of the city. 
Though his ancestors were brilliant politicians and statesmen, none pos- 
sessed his love of learning. As a boy, he enjoyed studying Dante and 
Ovid, and he became an accomplished poet. Much of his interest can be 
attributed to a movement that swept Italy during his formative years and 
changed the way Italians viewed history, education and ancient coins. 

The Emergence of Humanism 

A DEFINING CHARACTERISTIC of the Renaissance was a widespread 
obsession with the life and culture of ancient Greeks and Romans. The 
reason for this intense interest is complicated. It is only natural that peo- 
ple living in Italy, literally surrounded by the remnants of ancient civi-

lizations, would want to learn about the lives of those who inhabited the 
area before them. During the Renaissance, this inquisitiveness reached 
new heights. 

One outgrowth of this fascination with ancient culture was a branch of 
learning known as humanism. Early humanists were interested primarily 
in acquiring and reading Latin and Greek manuscripts. They became in- 
volved with the themes and ideas while translating the text, and began ad- 
vocating a system of education that emphasized the subjects most revered 
in ancient Greece and Rome: philosophy, history, rhetoric, etc. Most 
schools emphasized theology and shunned all knowledge produced by 
non-Christian peoples; with the rise of humanism, schools formed to edu- 
cate students in the classical manner. Cosimo established the famed Pla- 
tonic Academy in Florence, where Christian theology was combined with 
Plato’s ideas to form a branch of philosophy known as Neo-Platonism. 

A Connoisseur by Nature 

Born into one of the greatest collecting families of all time and 
raised among the most important humanist thinkers, it is not surprising 
that Lorenzo would investigate and acquire ancient objects. In his study 
of Medici politics, J.R. Hale discusses an event that showcased the young 
Lorenzo’s interest in collecting. One of Lorenzo’s first political duties

} was to serve as Florence’s ambassador to the coronation of Pope Sixtus 

I IV. Rather than being awestruck by the historic event, it seems he was 

more excited by the opportunity to add to his collection of ancient 
objects: “I was received with great respect, and brought back with me 
' two antique busts, the one of Augustus, the other of Agrippa, that the 

Pope gave me; the cup of carved chalcedony and a number of cameos 
and medals I bought there.” 

Upon inheriting the family collection, Lorenzo began to add to it. Al- 
^ though he was fabulously wealthy, he was known to bypass items he be- 

lieved to be overpriced. Hale summarizes his attitude best: “Piero had 
been known as the possessor of precious objects, while Lorenzo was 
, looked upon as a connoisseur.” To Lorenzo, each piece was a source of 

^ knowledge to be studied, shared and discussed. He often allowed schol- 

ars and friends to examine his new acquisitions. 

The Medicis were not the only collectors of their day. Greek and Ro- 

t man objects and works of art were popular with the wealthiest Italian 
families. Collecting became a symbol of nobility and mandatory for 
every educated Florentine. Authors Anna Maria Massinelli and Filippo 
Tuena suggest that collecting came into vogue because many Roman 
i emperors were themselves collectors. Renaissance Florentines saw them- 

selves as “reviving a classical tradition.” 
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Not Actual Size 

By owning a coin that por- 
trayed Augustus (top) or 
Hadrian (bottom), Renais- 
sance Italians may have 
thought they could come 
closer to embodying the 
ideals of ancient Rome. 
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Like many collectors today, Lorenzo may have used his holdings as an 
escape from the monotony of daily life. Hale suggests that Lorenzo was 
not altogether comfortable with ruling Florence and maintaining the 
Medici bank. Groomed from childhood as heir to the family fortune and 
name, he accepted his role and performed flawlessly. At the same time, 
he may have yearned for more scholarly pursuits and relief from the te- 
dium of his duties. Hale also believes “the objects in his collection had a 
talismanic force for him.” While this may seem strange, it goes a long 
way toward understanding the popularity of numismatics at the time. 

The Attraction of Ancient Coins 

While his ancestors were most interested in commissioning and 
collecting large-scale works of painting and sculpture, Lorenzo seemed 
more excited by smaller, more precious pieces. In an essay on Medici art 
patronage, E.H. Gombrich notes Lorenzo had a very close relationship 
with sculptor Bertoldo di Giovanni, whose work consisted primarily of 
small, bronze-relief sculptures and statuettes. This indicates a certain 
preference for delicate pieces that could be handled and examined; 
ancient coins certainly fit this description. 

Lorenzo was able to increase the size of his collection by acquiring the 
holdings of Pope Paul II when he died in 1471. In his study of Renais- 
sance numismatics, Roberto Weiss notes that Paul II, considered the 
greatest coin collector of the time, could instantly identify the emperor 
on any Roman coin issued. On one occasion, he was known to have dis- 
patched an assistant to obtain an entire hoard that had been unearthed. 
Though some ancient coins had been passed down through generations, 
hoards unearthed by farmers were the major source of new material for 
collectors. By Lorenzo’s time, collectors were numerous enough to have 
all but exhausted the available supply of ancient coins in Italy. 

One reason coin collecting attained such popularity during the Renais- 
sance was that in comparison to other ancient objects, coins were rela- 
tively inexpensive and affordable for the minor gentry. In his masterful 
Images of the Illustrious, John Cunnally reports that the 503 Roman silver 
coins listed in the 1465 Medici inventory were assigned a total value of 
100 florins, while a single intaglio featuring Apollo and Marsyas was val- 
ued at 1,000 florins. It also seems one could be respected as a collector 
without holding a very large number of coins. Bartolomeo Bianchini of 
Bologna, for example, was famous for his collection, which included only 
138 silver and 8 gold coins. 

There were less tangible reasons for collecting coins. Educated Italians 
may have seen owning an ancient coin as a way of possessing a piece of the 
past, a tremendously important concept in the humanistic environment. 
Weiss points out that many of the greatest humanist scholars had coin 
collections and often used specimens to support their arguments.

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History of the Dahlonega Mint 


E stablishment of the 
United States Branch Mint 
in Dahlonega, Georgia, was 
a problematic process, fraught with 
difficulties and mismanagement. Al- 
though the new facility’s roof leaked 
and not all construction was com- 
pleted, coin presses were scheduled 
to run in 1838. 

Early Operations 

By the end of January 1838, Mint of- 
ficers and staff workmen were on the 
scene. Coiner David H. Mason had 
arrived, bringing with him two pairs 
of half eagle dies. For much of the 
preceding year, he had worked at the 
Philadelphia Mint with Chief Coiner 
Adam Eckfeldt and his assistant, 
Franklin Peale. Mason’s first duty at 
the Dahlonega Mint was to fix the 
well that supplied water to the steam 
engine powering the coin presses. 

General discord characterized the 
work atmosphere at Dahlonega. 
Bickering and rumors were the daily 
fare. Mason and Assayer Joseph W. 
Farnum, for example, engaged in 
a particularly bitter feud. They fi- 
nally reconciled upon hearing that 
Superintendent Joseph J. Singleton 
wanted to fire both of them. The 
pair then campaigned to have Sin- 
gleton replaced. 

Despite the administrative and 
construction difficulties, coinage 
production commenced in April. On 
the 21st, the steam press (which was 
capable of spewing out coins at the 
rate of 50 to 60 per minute) struck 
80 gold half eagles ($5 pieces). One 
specimen was reserved for the Assay 
Commission, with the other 79 des- 
tined for circulation. Numismatic 
researcher R.W. Julian relates: 


A peculiar feature of the branch 
mint coinage was that prior to the 
preparation of planchets a “slip” (or

sliver of metal) was shaved from each 
melt of gold and sent to [Mint Di- 
rector] Patterson to be assayed by 
Jacob Eckfeldt of the Philadelphia 
Mint. Then when [Superintendent] 
Singleton had received word from 
Philadelphia that the melt was of 
correct fineness (within legal toler- 
ances) he issued the coins that had 
been struck in the meantime. 

With this absurd system in effect, 
one naturally wonders what would 
have happened had some of the slips 
gone astray and never arrived at 
Eckfeldt’s assaying emporium in 
Philadelphia. Well, just this very 
thing happened to melt slips #9, 11, 
12, and 14, which were robbed from 
the mail by a postmaster living about 
20 miles from Dahlonega. Singleton 


started writing more letters inqui- 
ring about when he could release 
those coins to depositors who were 
clamoring for them, but Patterson 
didn’t get all of those letters either, 
because the wily mailman stole some 
of these too. The light-fingered 
roadblock was putting quite a crimp 
in branch operations. 

The crime was solved by mid Oc- 
tober, but unfortunately Singleton 
had neglected to take the precaution 
of keeping duplicate melt slips. The 
superintendent had to authorize the 
hammering of three coins to send as 
slips for assaying. (Thus, although a 
total of 20,586 half eagles were 
struck at Dahlonega in 1838 — exclu- 
sive of 41 official assay pieces — only 
20,583 were reported as coinage.) 
Contrary to policy, Singleton re- 
leased the first group of half eagles 
into local circulation before receiv- 
ing permission from Philadelphia. 

Pressing Issues 

Superintendent Singleton apparently 
believed there were problems with 
the steam-powered presses and 
wanted to use old, manual screw

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presses. Mason disagreed, as did 
Patterson, who wrote: 

I find that you have had some diffi- 
culty with the power press. It was to 
be anticipated; but you are much 
deceived if you suppose the hand 
press would not have required equal 
attention. ... I pray you not to 
think of using the screw press. This 
is not the age in the country for go- 
ing backwards. 

Dies made in Philadelphia were 
shipped unhardened to Dahlonega, 
so they would be of little use if 
stolen. In the Branch Mint’s ma- 
chine shop, the dies were hardened 
by heating, then quenching. The 
process produced black scales on the 
face of each die that had to be re- 
moved by filing or turning with a 
lathe. Often, this was crudely ac- 
complished. In addition, dies stored 


in Dahlonega’s vault sometimes 
rusted, resulting in coins with rough, 
irregidar surfaces. 

During 1838, gold was supplied 
mostly by regional banks, much to 
Assayer Farnum’s concern. There 
was not sufficient newly mined gold 
to keep the Mint busy. Even utilizing 
foreign coins, such as 327.2 ounces 
in British sovereigns melted and con- 
verted into 1,253 half eagles, the staff 
was not fully employed. 

An Initial Review 

The 183 8 Annual Report of the 
Dhrctor of the Mint stated: 

d'he branch mint at Dahlonega com- 
menced its operations in February and 
has received deposits of gold equal to 
the value of $141,800. The amount 
of its coinage has been $102,915, 
composed of 20,853 half eagles. 


The coinage of half eagles contin- 
ued from 1838 onward, joined by 
quarter eagles in 1839. Bearing out 
Farnum’s concern, the regional pro- 
duction of bullion was much lower 
than anticipated. 

Singleton expressed relief at the 
end of the first year of operations 
that the “Cherokee problem” had 
been solved. He somehow had the 
strange notion that Cherokees might 
raid the Mint to obtain gold. Major 
General Winfield Scott and his 
troops swept through the Cherokee 
Nation (including the Dahlonega re- 
gion) in May and June 1838, and 
tragically and shamefully, not a sin- 
gle Native American remained in the 
district, except in prison. 

Next month. I’ll explore the 
events of 1839 and 1840. Not sur- 
prisingly, problems abounded. •

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McKinley Forever Linked to 
F an- American Exposition 


T his month marks the 
100th anniversary of the 
assassination of President 
William McKinley (1843-1901). A 
number of numismatic collectibles 
relate to his untimely death at the 
Pan-American Exposition. 

After practicing law in Canton, 
Ohio, McKinley was elected to Con- 
gress, where he served from 1876 
to 1890. In 1878 he voted for the 
Bland-Allison Act, which resulted in 
the Morgan silver dollar. He was 
elected governor of Ohio in 1891. 
McKinley was an advocate of high 
tariffs, sound money and resumption 
of specie payments. 

The last Civil War veteran to be 
elected president, McKinley de- 
feated William Jennings Bryan in 
1896. Bryan supported the “Free Sil- 
ver” movement; McKinley advo- 


cated the gold standard. 

During McKinley’s first term, the 
battleship Maine sank in Havana

harbor; and the Spanish-American 
War led to annexation of Guam, 
Puerto Rico and the Philippines. 
The United States became one of 
the last major nations to adopt the 
gold standard. 

Times were good in 1900, and 
McKinley won re-election hy the 


largest margin of popular votes to 
date. Souvenirs of his administration 
include campaign badges and rib- 
bons; United States Assay Commis- 
sion medals of 1898-1901; and vari- 
ous presidential medals, including 
one struck by the United States 
Mint (Mint Medal List #124). 

The opening of the Pan-American 
Exposition, planned for 1899, was 
delayed until May 1, 1901, by the 
Spanish-American War. Intended to 
promote trade and social relations 
among North and South American 
states and nations, the fair is remem- 
bered for the history-making event 
that took place there. 

The site of the Exposition, Buf- 
falo, New York, was a progressive 
city, the eighth largest in the coun- 
try. It claimed more miles of paved 
streets than any other American city, 
and was the first in the country to 
light its streets with electricity. The 
fair attracted 8 million visitors, 
among them a 17-member delega- 
tion from the American Numismatic 
Association convention in August. 

Exposition souvenirs carry artistic 
renderings of a map of North and 
South America. Some medals and 
buttons represent the continents 
with stylized female figures. One 
souvenir button depicts both conti- 
nents as a single female; her narrow 
waist represents Central America 
and her flowing skirt. South Amer- 
ica. Other popular exposition sou- 
venirs include pans representing the 
P^w-American theme; dustpans sym- 
bolizing industry; and images of a 
buffalo, denoting the host city. 

President McKinley spoke at the

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Pan-American Exposition on Sep- 
tember 5, 1901. The following day, 
he hosted a public reception in the 
Music Hall. Waiting among the visi- 
tors was Leon Czolgosz, his right 
hand wrapped in a handkerchief to 
conceal a revolver. Approaching 
McKinley as if to shake his hand, 
Czolgosz fired two shots — both of 
which struck the President. 

Secret Service agents and Exposi- 
tion security guards immediately 
pushed Czolgosz to the ground. The 
guards severely heat him, but also 
protected him from being killed on 
the spot by an outraged crow d. 

Initial reports were optimistic for 
the President’s recovery. Eorwarding 
updates to an anxious public was a 
young telegraph operator, Thomas 
Lindsay Elder. (Elder later became a 
prominent coin dealer and promoted 


his own political opinions on a series 
of medals.) 

McKinley died of gangrene on 
September 14, 1901. Along the route 
of his funeral train, thousands of 
mourners placed coins on the tracks 
to retrieve later as souvenirs. Such 
items might be valuable today, but 
there is no way to prove that a par- 
ticular coin was flattened by this spe- 
cific train. 

McKinley had declined an oppor- 
tunity to appear on the 1900 Lafay- 
ette commemorative silver dollar, 
but he is pictured on a 1903 Louisi- 
ana Purchase Exposition commemo- 
rative gold dollar. He had signed the 
bill authorizing the Exposition, and 
after his assassination, his portrait 
was chosen for the obverse of one of 
the two $1 coins. 

A number of memorial medals 


also link McKinley to the Exposi- 
tion. One piece is the brass “Presi- 
dent McKinley Assassination Dol- 
lar,” which shows the President on 
the obverse and Temple of Music on 
the reverse. It is cataloged as #290 by 
Harold E. Hibler and Charles V. 
Kappen in their reference So-Called 
Dollars. Tokens related to the assas- 
sination were the subject of a 1903 
article in The Numismatist. 

The McKinley Memorial gold 
dollar was issued in 1916 and 1917 to 
raise funds for a memorial in Niles, 
Ohio, the city of his birth. Mthough 
the original proposal called for a sil- 
ver dollar. Colonel Joseph Butler of 
the National McKinley Birthplace 
Memorial Association pointed out 
that gold would be a more appropri- 
ate metal, given the President’s sup- 
port of the gold standard. •

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Tokens in the Town of Eleanor 


T he riNY town of Eleanor 
is located in Putnam County, 
West Virginia, about 30 
miles north of Charleston. Pro- 
claimed “the cleanest little town in 
West Virginia” in 1975, it was 
founded in 1934 as one of many sub- 
sistence homesteads built during the 
the Roosevelt Administration. 

The town was named for First 
Lady Eleanor Roosevelt, who had 
taken an interest in the project and 
visited the site several times. One- 
hundred-fifty homes were built at an 
average cost of $2,150 each, includ- 
ing the land. Constructed of cinder 
blocks, they ranged in size from three 
to five rooms. The lots were up to 
an acre in size and included barns, 
chicken coops, and gardens. Nearly 
all these structures still are inhabited. 

Interestingly, tokens were issued 
in Eleanor by the Red House Associ- 
ation, Inc. Struck by the Osborne 
Register Company of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, they are listed in Edkins Cata- 
logue of United States Coal Company 
Store Scrip. However, I wasn’t con- 
vinced these tokens had anything to 
do with coal mining, primarily be- 
cause the only company with a name 
that was anywhere close — the Red 
House Manufacturing Company — 
was a hosiery mill, which is listed in 
a 1941 business directory. I wasn’t 
sure my hunch was correct, so I kept 
digging for information. 

Recently, however, I was fortunate 
to contact one of the original resi- 
dents of the town. Her letters, which 
I’ve combined and edited slightly, 
are fascinating. They provide unique 
insight into how tokens such as these 
were viewed by the people who actu- 
ally used them: 


I have lived in the town since 1935 
when it was established. My family 
was one of the original “home-

steaders.” Indeed, I know of the 
tokens that you speak of In fact, 
they were referred to as “scrip,” 
named perhaps for the mining scrip 
that was used in the coal-mining 
areas of West Virginia. 

I know of only one person [who] 
perhaps owned a piece of the scrip, 
and she is no longer available to 
talk to. I do remember that it was 
not a popular thing with the people 
here because it was issued in lieu of 


money for a pay period. If you 
needed money for groceries, utili- 
ties, etc., before a payday was due, 
you could go to the administration 
office, and they would issue you 
scrip and deduct it from your pay. 
Of course, this could only be used 
in the store or office, also owned by 
the government. 

We had a grocery and an all-pur- 
pose store in town that was owned 
by the government, and there were 
two privately owned, small stores . . . 
that had been on the land when it 
was purchased in 1934 to build the 
town. Of course, [the government] 
wanted all monies to be spent and 
put back into the project and would 
[have liked] to slowly force the pri- 
vately owned stores out of business. 

The people believed they worked 
for the money and should receive 
money that could be used any place 
they wanted. This is why scrip was 
resented so much. I would say this is 




During the Depression, tokens were issued 
in the subsistence homestead of Eleanor, 
West Virginia, for use in the government 
store.

the reason people tossed it away 
when it was no longer issued because 
it was a reminder of an unpleasant, 
resented way of life that was forced 
on them. The people here came from 
all walks of life, had seen better times, 
and were hard hit by the Depression. 
They [were a proud people with a] 
strong work ethic. Everyone had to 
work and was assigned a job accord- 
ing to training and/or education. 

The tokens were issued by the 
Red House Association. (The Mill 
you mentioned was just a place 
where some employment was of- 
fered [as an alternative to working] 
for the government.) 

The Red House Association was 
the government all the way. This 
town was one of three New Deal- 
era towns built in West Virginia. 

. . . [Fjamilies were selected to 
move here, build the homes, select 
one and move in. The Red House 


Association was formed and the 
people were allowed to become 
members, so to speak, but all deci- 
sions were made and carried forth 
by the government. It was . . . one 
of those deals where you are made 
to feel important, even if you aren’t. 

. . . [lit was still the government 
that was calling all the shots. 

Today the tokens are scarce. Five 
denominations are known: 5, 10, 25 
and 50 [cents] and [$]1.00, “payable 
in merchandise only.” All are brass, 
except for the 25, which is nickel al- 
loy. They were struck using “stock” 
Osborne Register Company dies.

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A Close Shave for the Emperors of Rome 


D uring his sojourn in 
the great Syrian metropolis 
of Antioch, from June A.D. 
362 to March 363, Julian the Apos- 
tate, last emperor of the House of 
Constantine, wrote a satirical piece 
addressed to the citizenry entitled 
Misopogon, or “Beard-Hater.” It 
seems the frivolous Antiochenes had 
delighted in ridiculing the austere 
philosopher-emperor who appeared 
to be almost a reincarnation of the 
Stoic Marcus Aurelius from two cen- 
turies before. But much had changed 
since the Age of the Antonines. 

The Empire was now Christian, 
and few men had any zeal for the tra- 
ditional teachings of the schools of 
philosophy and rhetoric. Fighting the 
tide of history, Julian was attempting 
to revive paganism, an endeavor that 
brought him nothing but derision 
from the people of Antioch, who de- 
lighted in composing satirical verses 
aimed at their ruler. 

Some of this criticism was aimed at 
Julian’s prominent beard, a highly 
unusual feature for emperors of this 
period and clearly symbolic of his 
beliefs — hence the title of his literary 
rebuttal. Julian perished fighting the 
Persians less than four months after 
leaving Antioch. His pagan revival 
died with him, though the memory 
of his bearded effigy lived on and re- 
mained symbolic of a belief in the 
principles of philosophy. 

Roman portraiture had a long tra- 
dition of realism dating back to Re- 
publican times, when ancestral por- 
trait busts were treated with great 
reverence in the homes of the aris- 
tocracy. In 44 B.C. dictator Julius 
Caesar became the first Roman to 
have his effigy displayed on the Re- 


publican coinage during his lifetime. 
The revolutionary concept was ea- 
gerly adopted by his successors. 


PRESENTS 

FROM THE 

PAST

The triumph of Octavian (Caesar’s 
great-nephew and heir) over his rivals 
led to the overthrow of the republi- 
can form of government and the es- 
tablishment of autocratic rule in 
Rome. Octavian, under his new name 
Augustus, became the first of a long 
line of emperors that would extend 
for 500 years in the West and three 
times as long in the East. 

Roman society now had a model 
for fashions in hairstyles and apparel. 
When the emperor stopped shaving 
or the empress changed her coiffure, 
the new trend soon was copied by 
many of their subjects. This custom 
facilitates the closer dating of much 
anonymous portraiture in the Impe- 
rial period. 

Changes in style seldom were 
based on a mere whim on the part of 
the autocrat or his wife. In Julio- 
Claudian and Flavian times (27 B.C. 
to A.D. 96), emperors almost invari- 
ably were shown clean-shaven. This 
fashion continued over the first two 
reigns of the “Adoptive” period — 
Nerva (96-98) and Trajan (98-117). 
This style had been set by the most 
influential man of the age, the Em- 


pire’s founder, Augustus, whose often- 
idealized portrait drew its inspiration 
from Greek prototypes and especially 
from images of the god Apollo, the 
emperor’s guardian deity. 

This style of portraiture came to 
an end with Hadrian (117-138). Al- 
though this remarkable emperor re- 
garded himself as the “new Augus- 
tus,” his real devotion was to Greek 
culture. It is scarcely surprising, then, 
that he adopted the Periclean style of 
closely cropped beard that appears 
on his coin portraits and statuary. 
Thereafter, for many generations, 
beards were the norm. 

A new variation was introduced 
by Marcus Aurelius (161-180), who 
styled his much longer beard on that 
of the Stoic philosophers. A little 
later, the African emperor Septimius 
Severus (193-211) preferred his beard 
to be forked, doubtless an indication 
of his interest in the cult of the 
Graeco-Egyptian god Sarapis. 

In the chaotic 3rd century, the 
preference for Imperial beards con- 
tinued with few exceptions, other 
than youthful emperors such as Gor -

dian III (238-244). Many rulers of 
this brutal age had their origins in the 
Balkan provinces of Rome’s troubled 
northern frontier. Their appearance 
on their coins gave the impression 
that they had more urgent matters 
to attend to than the finer points of 


their personal appearance. Notable 
was Gallienus (253-268), whose por- 
trait exhibited an almost Hadrianic 
refinement. Order was restored to- 
ward the end of the century by Dio- 
cletian (284-305), whose stubbly beard 
and general appearance differed little 


from that of his predecessors. 

But the true architect of the late 
Roman state was Constantine I, “the 
Great” (307-337), who was responsi- 
ble for the rejection of paganism and 
the adoption of Christianity as the 
Empire’s official religion. Gone were 
the traditional pagan beards of Im- 
perial portraiture. In their place came 
the clean-shaven images of Constan- 
tine I, his sons and other members of 
his dynasty. 

The great exception was Julian II, 
son of a half-brother of Constantine 
and sole ruler of the Empire frorp 
361 to 363. Perhaps reacting to the 
murder of his father in the dynastic 
intrigues following the death of Con- 
stantine in 337, Julian secretly es- 
poused the cause of paganism. Drawn 
toward the principles of Stoicism, he 
became an admirer of Marcus Aure- 
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lius, who had begun his rule exactly 
200 years before. He even adopted 
the philosopher’s beard — a promi- 
nent feature on coin portraits from 
the closing months of his reign and 
the primary object of ridicule by the 
Christian citizenry of Antioch. 

Julian’s pagan revival was short- 
lived and doomed to failure. Chris- 
tianity was firmly entrenched, both in 
the government and among the gen- 
eral population. Paganism had been 
reduced to a fringe element of soci- 
ety, largely confined to free-thinking 
intellectuals. It is small wonder that 
the wearing of a beard now symbol- 
ized an adherence to the teachings 
of the old schools of philosophy and 
rhetoric. The bearded effigies of sev- 
eral “nonconformist” rulers appeared 
occasionally in the late 4th and even 
the 5th century — proof that a few

sparks of the pagan past still flickered. 

When beards were revived as an 
element of Imperial Byzantine por- 
traiture on the coinage of the early 
7th century, their pagan significance 
was long forgotten. They became 


purely symbolic of an emperor’s de- 
grees of advancement in seniority, 
from the clean-shaven appearance 
of a very junior ruler through the 
development of a beard to the full 
glory of an immensely long growth, 
complete with prominent mustache. 
This last style generally was reserved 
for patriarchal figures with sons 
who had been promoted to the rank 
of co-emperor. 

It is doubtful that these highly styl- 
ized features bore any resemblance to 
the actual physical appearance of the 
individuals portrayed. Virtually all 
traces of the artistic verism of the an- 
cient world had disappeared, not to 
be revived until the days of the Re- 
naissance in 14th-century Europe.

The 
ANA only asks that it be reimbursed for the ship- 
ping and handling costs and that the membership 
flyers are included when the boards and maps 
are distributed. 
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Going to School on the Internet 


E ducation is the founda- 
tion upon which the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Association 
is built. Overall, I think the ANA is 
doing an excellent job with the avail- 
able facilities, equipment and man- 
power. However, to effectively carry 
out its educational mission, the ANA 
must plan for the future, and com- 
puters will be a key component. 

Did you know, for example, that 
more than 30 percent of the colleges 
and universities in the United States 
currently offer courses you can take 
at home via your computer? And 
that figure is expected to grow to 
nearly 90 percent in the next three 
years. (These statistics and others 
can be found in the August 2001 is- 
sue of Computer Shopper magazine.) 

Right now, the ANA’s Summer 
Seminar benefits only a small frac- 
tion of the membership. Think how 
many members and nonmembers we 
could reach through home comput- 
ers! Would it be too much to dream 
that we could put our renowned 
seminar courses on the Internet? Or 
that you could participate at home 
and get college credit by doing so? 

(Correspondence courses are noth- 
ing new. I was surprised to learn 
they have been around since 1840. 
When I was in high school, a long 
time ago, I learned to type using a 
correspondence course my mother 
had taken when she attended the 
University of Wisconsin.) 

One educational institution, the 
University of Phoenix, has embraced 
this idea wholeheartedly. University 
of Phoenix Online (UPO), with a stu- 
dent body numbering 22,000, bills 
itself as “the nation’s largest private 
accredited university.” On-line since 


1989, UPO has seen a 70-percent 
increase in the number of students 
for each of the last two years. 



UPO charges a fee for its courses. 
It has to, because it supports a staff 
of 1,800 and limits class size to no 
more than 13 students. Some 46 
credit hours are required for an 
MBA degree at an estimated cost of 
$22,540. It sounds like a lot, but it’s 
dirt cheap compared to the cost of 
attending a four-year college or uni- 
versity. (To learn more, visit online. 
phoenix.edu .) 

However, not all colleges charge 
for on-line education. Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology ( www.mit. 
edu ). for example, puts some of its 
courses on-line at no cost.

♦ As long as we’re dreaming, how 
about a computer-enhanced degree 
in numismatics? How many of you 
would like to earn such a degree, es- 
pecially if you could do it from your 
home or office, with no room, board, 
travel expenses and other costs asso- 
ciated with attending school? 

Perhaps one of the most unex- 
pected benefits of at-home educa- 
tion via the Internet is that “wall- 
flower” students can learn — and 


thrive — in a relaxed atmosphere. 

If you’d like to learn more about 
“distance learning,” here are some 
web sites to check out: 

www.eduport.com — offers a mul- 
titude of links to other sites. 

www.mindedge.com — a search 
engine that links you to schools of- 
fering on-line degrees. 

distancelearn.about.com — features 
more listings than you can shake a 
stick at, plus someone available to 
answer questions. 

www.collegelearning.com — one of 
the biggest sources of information 
on a wide variety of courses. 

(And, if you 
want to help raise 
money to pay for 
the renovation of 
the ana’s super, 
world-class mu- 
seum, you can earn 
a certificate in fund- 
raising by taking 
classes offered at 
fundwell.com .) 

Oh, and don’t take the first offer 
that comes along. Education is not 
without its scams, and on-line offers 
can be losers. Make absolutely cer- 
tain that the school has the proper 
accreditation. Read the information 
on the site carefully. (One sign of a 
problem is misspellings and garbled 
English.) The bad boys will tout the 
low cost of a degree and even show 
a picture of the fancy diploma you 
will receive. “Diploma mills” are out 
there, so be careful.

SOMMER ISLANDS SHILLING 
THE EIRST AMERICAN COIN 


(161 5' 1616) PCGS VF'25. Small Sail. Surfaces are finely granular, though all major features are clear. The coin is 
uniformly toned a rich reddish brown, with somewhat darker greenish brown shades evident within protected areas 
around the devices. Unlike most surviving Sommer Islands coinage, this thin, delicate copper planchet is almost 
perfectly round, showing a single tiny rim clip at 2 o’clock. 

Four denominations were issued: shilling, sixpence, threepence and twopence. All bear similar designs, depicting a 
hog on the obverse, with a ship reverse motif. It is believed that the crude appearance of the coinage was intentional, 
to discourage their removal from the Islands and also to hold down costs, following British colonization of the 
Islands. Regardless, they proved unpopular and by the mid-1620’s, seamen were carrying them to Virginia. 

The Sommer Islands, now known as Bermuda, were discovered in 1503. In the decades following, they were the 
location of many shipwrecks, one of which carried a cargo of hogs bound for the West Indies. The animals swam 
ashore and thrived. When Admiral Sir George Sommer’s galleon Sea Adventurer became separated from his fleet of 
nine during a hurricane in the Islands in July 1609, and sustained damage, the abundant food supply kept crew 
members well fed and healthy while repairs were made. 

These coins were struck to commemorate that occasion. Many scholars view these historic numismatic artifacts as 
the First American Coin... $19, 950.

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Noting the Feisty Citizenry of the Jasons 


I ALWAYS HAVE been fond of 
the little fellows — perhaps be- 
cause they remind me of an old 
friend who waddled about in a black 
suit and starched, white shirt. I am 
talking about penguins, of course. 

IVe found that these seemingly 
dignified, diminutive creatures, like 
their human counterparts, can har- 
bor mean streaks. Get too close, and 
some will use their razor-sharp beaks 
to make your trousers look a lot like 
a hula skirt. They may be forgiven 
for their incivility, however, when 
one realizes their communities are 
endangered. I recently read an arti- 
cle in The New York Times (June 26, 
2001) stating that penguins appear 
to be victims of global warming. The 
story brought to mind a long-forgot- 
ten tale of “penguin currency.” 

Almost 20 years ago, British forces 
clashed with Argentine invaders on 
the islands that make up the Falk- 
land group in the South Atlantic 
Ocean off the coast of Argentina. As 


they wrangled for control of the re- 
gion, neither adversary set foot on 
any of the Jason Islands, situated in

the northwest part of the Falkland 
Islands archipelago. Save for an oc- 
casional visit by a caretaker, the sole 
inhabitants have been penguins. 

Had British or Argentine troops 
set foot on the Jason Islands to col- 
lect notes for making “short-snorters” 
(currency taped together end-to- 
end, from countries visited during 
times of war), they might have found 


some unusual numismatic souvenirs. 
At that time, the Jason Islands had a 
color-denominated currency based 
on British money. The notes carried 
values of 50 pence, £1, £5, £10 and 
£20. The notes, as well as a com- 
memorative postage stamp, featured 
illustrations of the local popula- 
tion — penguins. 

Exchequer for this unique cur- 
rency was the late Leonard Hill, who 
earned the sobriquet “Penguin Mil- 
lionaire” for his efforts to care for 
the proud birds. Director of the 
Birdland Zoo Gardens in Glouces- 
tershire, England, he also was a 
member of the Federation of Zoo- 
logical Gardens of Great Britain and 
Ireland. In 1970 Hill purchased 
Grand and Steeple Islands in the Ja- 
son group with the express purpose 
of founding a bird sanctuary. To 
help underwrite the $11,000 pur- 
chase price, as well as the mainte- 
nance of the island wildlife refuge, 
he issued “currency” and “postage.”

Hill claimed his money to be legal 
tender ... on the Jasons. Since the 
only inhabitants were penguins, the 
validity of his claim never was chal- 
lenged. Each denomination was a 
different size and color, and featured 
a different type of penguin (Hum- 
boldt, Jackass, Rockhopper, Gen too 
and King) on the front left. All 
notes carried a portrait of Hill on 
the front right. 

For the World Conservation Year 
of 1970, Hill also issued a 2-shilling 
commemorative postage stamp. Pen- 
guins are not known to correspond 
by mail; thus, no canceled versions 
of the stamp are believed to exist. 

Hill last visited the penguin citi- 
zenry of the Jason Islands shortly 
after the Falklands were free of 
Argentine invaders. Unfortunately, 
he died soon afterward. •

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Collector, Dealer or Investor? 


H ave you ever wondered 
whether one of your nu- 
mismatic colleagues is a 
dedicated coin collector or, more 
likely, a dealer or investor? Perhaps 
you have asked that same question of 
yourself. In reality, a bit of all three 
aspects of the hobby motivate most 
of us in our thinking about coins. 

This blending of collector, dealer 
and investor not only is normal and 
healthy, but also accurately defines 
today’s collector. It is rare to find a 
collector who does not occasionally 
buy and sell a few coins; consciously 
or not, everyone hopes to make a 
profit when it comes time to liqui- 
date all or part of a collection. 

Most dealers began as collectors, 
and many of them remain so at 
heart. The one thing that differen- 
tiates them from other collectors is 
the amount of time and effort they 
devote to buying and selling. Serious 
investors usually are specialized col- 
lectors who have focused on astute 
purchases they think will prove to 
be profitable. 

The lines of demarcation between 
collector, dealer and investor are so 
narrow, it is difficult to tell them 
apart. For that reason, the American 
Numismatic Association has only 
one category of membership. Every- 
one is given equal footing to enjoy 
and participate in the hobby in the 
way that best suits their tastes. The 
ANA is an association for the mutual 
benefit and pleasure of young and 
old, novice and expert. 

Fifty years ago, those interested in 
coins were categorized broadly as 
amateurs and speculators. Dealers 
were regarded as true numismatists, 
usually with years of training in 


every aspect of their specialty. Ama- 
teurs were not necessarily beginners; 
but they definitely were collectors

and non-professionals. Speculators 
were the investors of the day, but 
they realized that coins were not an 
investment. They simply were play- 
ing their hunches on what might be- 
come rare or valuable in time. 

Although descriptions and some 
attitudes have changed over the 
years, the hobby has remained pretty 
much the same. Coin collecting still 
is a wonderful pastime.

It seems that coins in one form or 
another are being sold everywhere 
you look today. You can find them 
in stores, on TV and in your daily 
newspaper. The “Lincoln Penny 
Bracelet” recently offered in a shop-

per’s magazine is an example of how 
far manufacturers are going to capi- 
talize on the current coin craze. 

In this ad, you are invited to buy a 
bracelet that is made of nine Lincoln 
cents that have been holed, then 
joined together by copper links. The 
advertisement says that the pride of 
America is seen in this bracelet made 
from genuine Lincoln pennies that 
have been aged a bit to bring out the 
fine detail of the president’s portrait. 
Oddly, the advertiser did not try to 
convince anyone that this copper 
bracelet would cure arthritis. 

If you spend $22 for one of these 
items, you can be sure all the coins 
are real; a certificate of authenticity 
is included with your purchase. Al- 
though the price seems high, the 
advertiser says the bracelet is marked 
down from $24. 

File #692 

A new promotion offers to give 
“free” coins to the American public. 
Like similar ads, this one is for 50 
State quarters. It appeared in news- 
papers all over the country and had a 
limited ordering period. In this case, 
the price was quite reasonable. You 
had only to send in three, first-class 
postage stamps, and the promoters 
would send you an uncirculated 
RLode Island quarter. 

This promotion sounded danger- 
ously like an offering from the 
United States Mint. It also said that 
the coin you will receive is packaged 
in an “official” display case. That, 
of course, is the tip-off that you will 
be prompted to buy the remaining 
coins required to fill this case at 
much higher prices. To show how 
valuable these coins may become. 
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the ad quotes the market value for 
Delaware quarters as having in- 
creased by 340 percent, Pennsyl- 
vania by 415 percent and New Jersey 
by 290 percent. 

File #693 

Another new offering of 50 State 
quarters has a clever twist. It is a 
collection of the first 13 quarters 
(honoring the original 13 colonies), 
together with a Spanish-American 
piece-of-eight that the promoters 
say is “America’s First Silver Dol- 
lar.” The set comes in a plush case 
and appears to be quite attractive. It 
certainly is a historical, educational 
and interesting memento of the 
founding of our country. 

The silver Spanish-American 
piece-of-eight was indeed used by 
our forefathers at the time these 


States joined the Union, though it 
arguably was not America’s first sil- 
ver dollar. The 1794 coin pictured in 
the ad seems to be in Very Fine con- 
dition, although probably polished. 
The 50 State quarters are described 
as being in uncirculated condition 
and should be a set anyone would 
treasure. The price of $119 is much 
higher than most coin dealers would 
charge. If you want something like 
this for yourself or a friend, try other 
sources first. 

File #694 

Readers have sent me copies of four 
more offerings of millions of dollars 
in funds that have been hidden in 
African countries just waiting for 
some honest American to retrieve it. 
The scenario always is very similar. 
Some slightly dishonest trustee has 


control of the funds that have been 
forgotten or stolen, and they have to 
be sent out of the country. Anyone 
who will accept them into their bank 
account will be given 20 percent or 
so for their help. The booty usually 
is around $30 to $60 million. 

Only honest people have been se- 
lected to help get this money, of 
course, but to show their trustwor- 
thiness, they are expected to send a 
modest sum of money prior to the 
millions being transferred to Amer- 
ica. Later, the official from Africa 
will fly here to split the loot with the 
lucky accomplice. 

Anyone who falls for this old 
scam will get what he deserves. The 
marvel of it is that so many versions 
of this are going out via E-mail and 
no one has reported being taken in 
by it. •

Children’s Book Publishers 

One of the most successful pub- 
lishers of early English money- 
counting books was John Harris of 
London. Before embarking on his 
own business, Harris had managed 
the publishing operations of Eliza- 
beth Newbery, the last direct succes- 
sor of John Newbery’s enterprise. 
While Harris’ money-counting 
books are quite similar in format and 
design to those by other publishers 
of the period (such as D. Carvalho, 
W. Belch and T. Goode), Harris’ 
books usually are infinitely more 
attractive. “[E]very one of the little 
books bearing [Harris’] imprint 
equals anything that can be pro- 
duced by all the refinements of 
modern colour processes. Crisp en- 
gravings . . . and later the newly dis- 
covered lithographs with their 
delicate bloom were all used, both 
plain and coloured, to brighten 
and beautify every sort of book,” 
notes James. 

Because Harris and other early 
publishers of children’s books often 
produced both plain and colored 
copies of the same book, modern- 
day collectors of these tomes need to 
exercise caution when contemplating 
a purchase. “Plain copies are not un- 
common,” Darton warns. “And 
nothing is easier than for an un- 
scrupulous person to turn an honest 
old black and white into a coloured 
specimen, by applying watercolour 
with an almost dry brush.” 

Harris and his colleagues were ac- 
tive in the quarter century (roughly 
1805 to 1830) that many historians 
of children’s literature consider to be 
the haute epoque of children’s illus- 
trated books. While some may dis- 
agree with this assessment — after all. 


the impact of Kate Greenaway,. 
Howard Pyle, N.C. Wyeth and oth- 
ers would not be felt for several 
decades — anyone who has ever had 
the good fortune to personally ex- 
amine a publication by Harris or his 
contemporaries must certainly agree 
that each work possesses an engag- 
ing individuality rarely seen later. 

This is entirely understandable, 
for many variables impacted the 
printing and coloring of these en- 
dearing little books. The paper stock, 
its dampness at the time of printing, 
wear on the plate, amount of pres- 
sure, and so on — all contributed to 
making each one of these counting- 
text publications unique. 

The imprint of the renowned “J. 
Harris” changed to that of “J. Harris 
and Son” in 1819. In May or June 
1824, the elder Harris retired, and 
his son continued the business until 
Grant and Griffith absorbed the 
firm in 1843. The senior Harris died 
three years later. 

Yet, in a sense, John Harris lives 
on, as do his fellow publishers. They 
live on in the many works that have 
been written about their pioneering 
efforts in children’s literature. They 
live on in money-counting books, 
which continue to be published to 
this very day. And they live on, espe- 
cially, in those few and fragile, sur- 
viving, money-counting books that 
they themselves produced once upon 
a time, a long time ago . . .

Three Recognized with 
Medal of Merit 

Each year, the American Numis- 
matic Association awards its Medal 
of Merit in recognition of numer- 
ous years of dedicated, outstanding 
service to the Association. At the 
ANA’s 110th Anniversary Conven- 
tion Awards Ceremony on August 
1 1 in Atlanta, Georgia, the presti- 
gious award — including a certificate 
and an engraved, silver medal — was 
bestowed on three long-time sup- 
porters: John R. Eshbach of Lan- 
caster, Pennsylvania; Robert H. 
Lloyd of Payson, Arizona; and Louis 
C. Villalpando of Biloxi, Mississippi. 

John R. Eshbach joined the ANA 
in 1962 and became involved with 
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the Red Rose Coin Club of Lan- 
caster, Pennsylvania. Within three 
years, he served the organization as 
president and was instrumental in 
forming the Central Pennsylvania 
Numismatic Association. He joined 
the ANA Representative Program in 
1968, later serving as a district dele- 
gate and then regional coordinator 
for Region 14. 

Eshbach has volunteered as an 
exhibit judge at every ANA anniver- 
sary convention since 1970 and has 
himself won many exhibit awards. 
With friend and fellow Pennsylvania 
collector Gerald Kochel, he con- 
ducted a class on exhibiting at the 
1999 and 2000 ANA Summer Semi- 
nars in Colorado Springs. 

Robert H. Lloyd became an 


ANA member in 1926 when he was 
only 20 years old and is the first per- 
son to achieve 75 continuous years 
of membership. He was elected to 
the ANA Board of Governors in 
1930 at the age of 24. At the same 
time, Lloyd held the position of sec- 
retary of the Buffalo Numismatic 
Association and served as chairman 
of the 1930 Committee on Conven- 


tion Papers. While on the ANA 
Board of Governors, Lloyd served 
on the ana’s Finance and Audit, 
Banquet and Program Committees.

Paul Zareh Bedoukian, a leading ex- 
pert on ancient Armenian numismat- 
ics, died on June 29, 2001.

Born in 1912 in Sebastia (Sivas, 
now in Turkey), Bedoukian was a 
victim of Turkish oppression, ac- 
cording to Leon A. Saryan, a long- 
time friend and researcher specializ- 
ing in Armenian coinage. Bedoukian 
lost several relatives in the Armenian 
genocide of 1915, including his fa- 
ther. With his mother and brother, 
he settled in Canada, where he 
earned a Ph.D. in organic chemistry

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at McGill University in 1942. 

An international authority on the 
chemistry of perfumes and flavors, 
he formed Bedoukian Research, Inc., 
a company specializing in the manu- 
facture of synthetic chemicals for 
perfumery. His first love, Saryan re- 
calls, was the collection and study of 
Armenian coins and antiquities. 

“He was an indefatigable re- 
searcher who was continually bur- 
rowing into the unknown folds of 
the Armenian past,” says Saryan. 
“His lasting contributions are more 
than a dozen books and 100-plus 
scholarly studies on various aspects 
of early numismatics. This prolific 
output opened new horizons previ- 
ously beyond the grasp of most col- 
lectors. It would not be an exaggera- 


tion to state that he single-handedly 
erected the structure of Armenian 
numismatics through his efforts.” 
Bedoukian’s two most important lit- 
erary contributions are Coinage of 
Cilician Armenia and Coinage of the 
Artaxiads of Armenia. 

His collecting activities led to the 
preservation of thousands of Armen- 
ian coins and artifacts, which he do- 
nated to various museums in the 
United States, Europe, the Middle 
East and Armenia. Beneficiaries of 
his collection include the ANA, 
American Numismatic Society, Har- 
vard University, Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, Columbia University, Armenian 
Library and Museum of America, and 
State Museum of Armenian History. 

In recognition of his achievements 


and generosity, Bedoukian received 
the ana’s Glenn Smedley Memor- 
ial Award in 1993. Last year, his col- 
leagues in the Armenian Numis- 
matic Society honored him with a 
gold medal bearing his portrait. 

A member of the ANA since 1956, 
his other memberships included 
American Numismatic Society, 
Royal Numismatic Society and the 
Societe Fran^aise de Numismatique. 

He is survived by his wife, Victo- 
ria; one son, Robert; two daughters, 
Betty and Joan; and seven grandchil- 
dren.

Exhibit at the ANA’s 87th Anniver- 
sary Convention in Houston, Texas, 
in 1978. 

Taylor was a frequent speaker at 
ANA conventions and coin shows, 
giving presentations on “Paper 
Money of the United States as a 
Hobby” and “The Fun of Exhibit- 


ing,” designed to interest young col- 
lectors in the hobby. 

Elected to the ANA Board of 
Governors in 1981, Taylor served as 
vice president from 1985 to 1987 
and as president from 1987 to 1989.

(KCC) in Dover, he served three 
terms as its president and originated 
the club’s monthly newsletter. He 
also was president of the Milford 
(Delaware) Stamp and Coin Club, 
Currency Club of Chester County 
(Pennsylvania), Maryland State Nu- 
mismatic Association (MSNA), Mid- 
dle Atlantic Numismatic Association 
(MANA) and Garden State Numis- 
matic Association (GSNA).

He served as 
chairman of the International Nu- 
mismatic Fellowship of Rotarians. 

Taylor received the ANA’s Glenn 
Smedley Memorial Award in 1991 
and Medal of Merit in 1997. Other 
honors include MANA and KCC 
“Numismatist of the Year.” He was 
the first recipient of the Pennsylva- 
nia Association of Numismatists’ 
Frank Gasparro Award and also was 
named a Numismatic Ambassador 
by Numismatic News. 

A lifelong resident of Delaware, 
Taylor was born on September 29, 
1926.

overall description. When possible, 
photographs in dealer lists or auction 
catalogs also were used. (Exarnples of 
this comparative analysis are offered 
in Table 3; a complete report is avail- 
able to interested readers.) Based on 
the results of this analysis, I deter- 
mined that 16 of the 81 1796-97 half 
dollars originally included in the 
study probably are duplicates. 

Table 4 illustrates the distribution 
of 1796-97 half dollars after the 
deletion of suspected duplicates. 
The 65 specimens listed represent 
1.7 percent of the 3,918 half dollars 
reportedly minted. Without a doubt, 
the survival rate for the series is 
higher than this, but how much? 
Continued research is needed to an- 


swer this question. 

The results in Table 4 probably 
shed more light on the grade distrib- 
ution of extant 1796-97 half dollars 
than on the number of survivors. 
Although the 65 coins in this study 
are not statistically representative, 
their grade distribution may well ap- 
proximate that of the surviving pop- 
ulation. This study does not support 
the notion that surviving specimens 
are “mostly in low grades or exhibit 
impairments.” Fifty-three of the 65 
pieces (82 percent) graded Fine or 
better. Eighteen coins graded Very 
Fine, 1 1 graded Fine, and only 9 
were described as having problems 
or impairments (excluding adjust- 
ment marks). This contradicts the 
belief that the typical, circulated ex- 
ample “ranges from Good to Fine,” 
with a number of examples “hover- 


ing around . . . Fine. . . , but falling 
short of Very Fine.” Bowers and 
Merena’s catalogers were very close 
when they noted two or three 
“strictly Mint State” examples of the 
1796 16-star specimen. I docu- 
mented four such coins in Table 4. 

As was indicated for determining 
the survival rate of 1796-97 half dol- 
lars, the actual grade distribution of 
surviving specimens will only be- 
come apparent through continued 
work on the series. 

Conclusions and Implications 
for Further Research 

The present study captured 65 
different 1796-97 half dollars ap- 
pearing on the market from 1990 
through 1999. As previously men- 
tioned, however, this is only the first 
step in determining the number of

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surviving coins in this series and 
their grade distribution. Several 
questions should be addressed before 
that goal can be reached. 

First, how many potentially avail- 
able half dollars (that is, those in pri- 
vate collections) did not come up for 
sale during this time and conse- 
quently were not included in this 
analysis? Census surveys, such as 
those conducted by the John Reich 
Collectors Society (JRCS), might 
shed some light on this question. 
(A survey of 12 specimens residing in 
collections of JRCS members was 
published in the John Reich Journal in 
1998. These were not included in my 
study, but some subsequently could 
have been sold and might be among 
the 65 coins considered here.) 

Second, does this study fail to in- 
clude some 1796-97 half dollars that 


may have appeared for sale during 
the 1990-99 period? I continue to 
survey auction catalogs and price lists 
in search of overlooked specimens. 

Third, what specimens appeared 
on the market prior to the study pe- 
riod? In this regard, Andrew W. 
Pollock III, after surveying more 
than 1,000 auction and mail-bid cat- 
alogs and fixed price lists, recorded 
all illustrated 18th-century half dol- 
lars. I am reviewing his work, as well 
as other numismatic literature (in- 
cluding Bowers’ treatises on the 
Brand, Norweb and Garrett collec- 
tions, and John Adams’ two-volume 
United States Numismatic Literature)^ 
for additional references to the half 
dollars of 1796-97. 

Lastly, how many 1796-97 half 
dollars are unavailable, and what is 
their state of preservation? These in- 


clude specimens residing in domestic 
and foreign institutional collections, 
such as those maintained by the ANA, 
Smithsonian Institution, American 
Numismatic Society, British Mu- 
seum, universities and municipalities. 

The identification of other surviv- 
ing 1796-97 half dollars likely will 
require several more years of re- 
searching dealer price lists, auction 
results, census surveys, population 
reports and institutional collections, 
and soliciting information from pri- 
vate collectors. Perhaps then we can 
establish the true rarity of this im- 
portant series, as well as the grade 
distribution of surviving specimens. 
Hopefully, this study has provided a 
step in that direction. 

I plan to publish follow-up re- 
ports and ultimately a monograph- 
length work based on my continuing 
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research and comments from read- 
ers. As such, I would appreciate re- 
ceiving information from collectors 
who own 1796-97 half dollars. Espe- 
cially important are the date, variety, 
grade, date acquired, and description 
of surface condition, including any 
impairments. A photograph or scan 
of the piece would be helpful. All in- 
formation is confidential and will be 
reported only in aggregate form.

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Grading Liberty Cap Cents 


T he year 1793 was a hectic 
one for the infant United 
States Mint. While only 
copper was coined, no less than 
three, distinct types of cents were 
produced. All featured busts of Lib- 
erty. The first type was paired with 
a circle of chain links, the second 
with a wreath. 

With the hiring of Joseph Wright, 
the Mint’s first skilled engraver, a 
new bust of Liberty debuted in Sep- 
tember. This bust was a right-facing 
portrait of the young goddess, a staff 
resting on her shoulder. Atop the 
staff was a conical cap of the type as- 
sociated with freed slaves in ancient 
Rome. This obverse type was used in 
conjunction with a simplified wreath. 

This basic design lasted through 
mid 1796, though several distinct 
styles have been noted. Wright died 
prematurely in the yellow fever epi- 
demic of 1793, and his original bust 
was modified early the next year by 
his successor, Robert Scot. John 
Smith Gardner traditionally is cred- 
ited with a further modification to- 
ward the end of 1794. This final

erty is known as the “Head of ’93”; 
Scot’s, the “Head of ’94”; and Gard- 
ner’s, the “Head of ’95.” Subtle 
changes were made to the reverse as 
well, but these are of interest only to 
series specialists.) 

A truly complete type set of 
United States coins includes all 
three editions of the Liberty Cap 
cent. Each has its peculiarities. 

Head of ’93 cents are scarce in any 
grade, with well-preserved examples 
genuinely rare. Wright’s Liberty was 
executed in very high relief overall, 
yet her hair and facial features 
were unusually delicate. While both 
beaded and denticled borders were 
employed with this type, neither 
was able to protect these coins 
from the ravages of circulation. 
Struck on the impure and often 
porous copper planchets used at that 
time, the resulting coins deteriorated 
quickly and seldom are found in 
desirable condition. Head of ’93 
cents are by far the most challenging 
of this overall type to find in collect- 
able condition. 

Head of ’94 cents are known in 
more than 40 varieties, all dated 
1794. Both common and rare vari- 


eties exist, so the type collector has 
many coins from which to choose. 
Though still in high relief. Liberty’s 
portrait is more evenly wrought than 
on the previous issue. Planchet qual- 
ity varies, with choice surfaces being 
scarce, but obtainable for a premium. 

Patience will be rewarded when 
searching for a coin of this style. In 
addition to seeking a good planchet, 
look for a sharp strike and unim- 
paired surfaces. Many early cents 
have been cleaned and recolored. 
When done skillfully, this is not a 
deterrent, but some coins may have 
an unnatural appearance. A good 
way of determining what is consid- 
ered acceptable by collectors is to 
examine large cents that have been 
certified by major grading services. 

Head of ’95 cents include the final 
varieties dated 1794 and all those 
dated 1795-96. The Gardner bust is 
characterized by a lower relief that 
enhanced die life, an important con- 
sideration given the great amount of 
handwork that went into finishing 
each die. 

Cents of this type are known with 
both lettered and plain edges, re- 
flecting a reduction in weight from 
208 to 168 grains. (The thinner coins 
simply could not accommodate the 
edge lettering.) The planchets used 
for these cents varied dramatically in 
quality. For this and other reasons, 
the striking sharpness of Gardner’s 
cents ranges across the board. 

While the plain-edge cents dated 
1795 are the most plentiful of this 
style, finding just the right coin for a 
type set still is a challenge. On the 
positive side, these typically are the 
least expensive Liberty Cap cents, 
though some varieties are scarce. • 
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Correct Conservation Concerns Collectors 


E ach collector’s system 
of storing coins is as unique 
as the individual who de- 
signed it — no two methods are alike. 
By carefully choosing and imple- 
menting good storage solutions, you 
will help assure the value of your 
collection for years to come. 

Q: I store my collection in a safe- 
deposit box. I plan to place each coin 
in an inert polybag, then in a 2 x 2- 
inch, inert plastic holder that will be 
placed inside a cardboard box. Is this 
a good conservation method? Where 
can I buy storage products, particu- 
larly on-line? 

— B.B., via Internet 

A: Your method sounds fine; how- 
ever, as with any type of coin preser- 
vation, I strongly recommend that 
you check your collection periodi- 
cally (at least every few months) to 
be certain its condition is not deteri- 
orating. WTiile a good storage sys- 
tem can make oxidation and other 
forms of deterioration much less 
likely to occur, it cannot eliminate 
risk entirely. 

The ANA offers a number of coin 
and paper-money storage options 
through its MoneyMarket catalog. 
You also can check advertisements in 
The Numismatist and other hobby 
periodicals, especially weekly numis- 
matic newspapers in which compa- 
nies advertise products in the classi- 
fied section under “Supplies.” These 
ads frequently include the company’s 
web address, where you can learn 
more about various products and 
how to purchase them. 

Storage in a cardboard box proba- 
bly is okay, but for added protection. 


you might consider the new. Inter- 
cept Shield^'^ boxes designed to ac- 
commodate 2 X 2 -inch holders. Ac-

cording to the manufacturer, the 
product neutralizes virtually all cor- 
rosive contaminants in the atmos- 
phere before they come into contact 
with your coins. 

Q: I store my coins in 2 x 2-inch, 
cardboard holders with mylar view- 
ing areas. The holders then are 
placed in flexible, plastic sheets. Do 
these products contain the contami- 
nant PVC (polyvinyl chloride)? 

I am considering putting each of 
my coins in a Kointain™ holder, 
then into the pockets of the plastic 
sheets. Will all Kointains fit in a

2 X 2 -inch pocket? Do you know of 
better options available?

A: Without seeing the plastic sheets, 

1 cannot tell you if they contain 
PVC. Since most do, I avoid them 
for long-term storage. Athough the 
mylar window in the cardboard 
holder is inert, the windows them- 
selves are prone to attracting small 
pieces of cardboard dust. They do 
only a fair job of minimizing air ex- 
change around coins, and the thin 
windows tear easily. I recommend 
using this type of holder with inex- 
pensive coins that are unlikely to 
tone (oxidize) further. If you do use 
them, be sure to use a pair of pliers 
to flatten the ends of the staples so 
they will not scratch adjacent coins. 

Be aware that some of the older 

2 X 2-inch cardboard holders have 
soft, thin PVC sheets as windows. 
Most of these are long gone, but you 
may encounter them on occasion. 

I like Kointain coin capsules. They 
are inert, and because they tightly 
enclose a coin, greatly minimize air 
exchange around its surfaces. Most, 
if not all, Kointain sizes fit a plas- 
tic sheet, but be absolutely cer- 
tain the sheet is inert and PVC-free. 
You might also consider a sulfur- 
free, 2 X 2 -inch paper envelope to 
house each Kointain, then store 
these in an Intercept Shield box.

Roman coins portrayed the em- 
perors who issued them and, during 
the Renaissance, the ancient rulers 
were believed to embody all that was 
good and admirable in a classical so- 
ciety. Many modern scholars argue 
that collectors believed the very 
ideals and virtues the emperors rep- 
resented were somehow actually 
contained in the coins that pictured 
them. By owning a coin depicting 
Augustus or Hadrian, collectors may 
have thought they could come closer 
to embodying the ideals of ancient 
Rome. As evidence of this idea, 
Cunnally quotes 16th-century au- 
thor Enea Vico, who noted the study 
of coins could “reform the character 
of the collector.” 

Since depictions of emperors were 
so important, most collecting activ- 
ity centered on assembling portrait 
sets. Interestingly, this pursuit led to 
the widespread manufacture of coun- 
terfeits that often were knowingly 
accepted. Apparently, authenticity 
was secondary to completeness. 

Numismatic Literature 

The adulation of coin collect- 
ing during the Renaissance becomes 
acutely clear when considering the 
number of numismatic books pub- 
lished during the time. Cunnally iden- 
tifies five types of numismatic books 
published by the mid 16th century: 
1) illustrated collections of portraits 
taken from coins; 2) illustrations of 
coins featuring a particular emperor 
or group of emperors; 3) essays 
about individual coins; 4) historical 
essays using coin imagery as evi- 
dence for arguments; and 5) studies 
of ancient monetary systems. Except 
for the last category, these books 
focus on images displayed on coins. 


clearly echoing the collecting inter- 
ests of the day. Most books were 
extensively illustrated, sometimes 
picturing fanciful types. Even in lit- 
erature, it was most important to 
capture the images of Roman emper- 
ors; authenticity was less relevant. 

The idea that capturing a bit of an 
emperor’s greatness by possessing 
his coins applied also to illustrations 
of his coins. Cunnally believes that 
by the end of the 16th century, col- 
lecting illustrations of coins may 
have actually replaced collecting the 
coins themselves. It seems the old 
adage “buy the book before the 
coin” for a time became “buy the 
book instead of the coin.” 

Storage and Classification 

In Lorenzo’s time, most coin 
collections were stored in simple 
wooden boxes. Scant thought was 
given to permanent display, and the 
boxes did not encourage detailed 
classification schemes. In most in- 
stances, the boxes were arranged on 
shelves in a study. 

Dora Thornton traced the devel- 
opment of this important room in 
The Scholar in His Study. She believes 
most educated gentlemen felt it nec- 
essary to have a study and would 
spare no expense in furnishing one. 
A nobleman’s greatest treasures were 
kept there to impress clients and 
business associates. 

Massinelli and Tuena describe 
Lorenzo’s study as “a room without 
windows, approximately twelve by 
fifteen feet, with wooden paneling, 
trompe-l’oeil painting on cabinets, 
and a glazed terracotta floor by Luca 
della Robia. The ceiling, a barrel 
vault decorated with twelve glazed 
terracotta tondos representing the 
months of the year, is credited to the 
same artist.” Thornton adds that the 
paneling probably was walnut with 


geometric and floral inlay. 

Years later, the storage of coin 
collections gained importance. 
Painter-writer Giorgio Vasari was 
commissioned by Lorenzo’s great- 
grandson Cosimo I to remodel a 
study for his son Erancesco 1. In 
1557 Vasari described a conversation 
he had with Cosimo: “Between these 
columns and pilasters will be placed 
little cedar-wood boxes containing 
all his medals, so that they can all be 
seen easily and without confusion. 
The Greek ones will be here, the 
brass ones there, the silver ones in 
their place, and the gold ones will be 
divided between these places.” 

Toward the end of the 16th cen- 
tury, intricately carved cabinets with 
compartments for storing and classify- 
ing coins replaced the wooden boxes. 
In 1576 Cardinal Alessandro Earnese 
moved his collection from boxes to a 
walnut cabinet with 36 compart- 
ments and velvet-lined drawers. 

Influence on Renaissance Art 

Lorenzo’s home was a meeting 
place for artists and scholars. He de- 
lighted in sharing his collections. 
Many coins the humanists used 
as credence for their arguments 
might have been part of II Mag- 
nifico’s vast collection. 

Ancient coinage also found its way 
into Renaissance art. Medalists 
often copied designs from coins, and 
Weiss points out that coinage motifs 
frequently were used as architectural 
decorations. Bertoldo di Giovanni 
designed a medal featuring Lor- 
enzo’s portrait on the obverse and a 
motif influenced by a coin of Trajan 
on the reverse. Bertoldo was a friend 
of Lorenzo’s and surely had seen his 
collection and taken inspiration from 
one of the coins. Early in his career, 
Michelangelo lived in the Medici 
household; no doubt Lorenzo al- 
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lowed the young artist to study his 
collection. Much of Michelangelo’s 
later work, from the tomb of Julius 
II to the Sistine Chapel, shows the 
influence of coins he probably first 
glimpsed in Lorenzo’s study. 

Final Thoughts 

After Charles VIII took con- 
trol of Florence from Lorenzo’s son 
Piero in 1494, the majority of the 
collection was transferred to the 
French court. Much of it was re- 
turned when Cosimo I regained the 
city in 1537, but as the family’s power 
waned in the mid 18th century, the 
collection slowly was sold. Perhaps a 
piece in your collection might once 
have been housed in a small, wooden 
box in Lorenzo de’ Medici’s study, 
where he sought to capture the 
greatness of ancient Rome. •

A Work in Progress 

Opening ceremonies for the ANA 
Museum’s upper galleries on July 14 
marked the completion of the first 
phase of the Association’s plans for 
expansion and renovation. The ANA 
began the $3 million project last De- 
cember, with the objective of replac- 
ing all the galleries with two open 
exhibit areas spread over two floors, 
and installing movable display cases 
that allow for greater flexibility. 

The nearly finished first-floor 
area now features an impressive ex- 
hibit entitled “Proud Spirits: Ameri- 
can Indians, Bison and Numis- 
matics,” inspired by James Earle 
Fraser’s ever-popular Buffalo/Indian 
Head nickel. The new exhibit ex- 
plains the creation of Fraser’s nickel 
and focuses on such uniquely Ameri- 
can subjects as the Lewis and Clark 
Expedition (including their guide 
Sacagawea); images of Native Amer- 
icans on Colonial coins and paper 


money, and Civil War tokens; 
Indian Peace medals; medals honor- 
ing the Choctaw and Navajo Code 
Talkers of World Wars I and II, re- 
spectively; Jim Thorpe’s posthu- 
mously awarded Olympic gold 
medals; and modern-day gaming to- 
kens from tribal casinos. There is 
even a proud bison on sentry duty 
(on loan from the Buffalo Bill His- 
torical Center in Cody, Wyoming). 

The first floor also showcases the 
finest specimens from the compre- 
hensive collection of America’s gold 
coins, patterns and paper money 
assembled by the late Harry W. 
Bass Jr. This fabulous exhibit allows 
visitors to enter a vault-like setting 
to experience the audio- and com- 
puter-enhanced displays that tell 
the coins’ stories. Fiber-optic light- 
ing illuminates the material, and a 
touch of a button cues audio and 
video descriptions. 

Design of the Bass Collection dis- 
play area was undertaken by the 
Harry W. Bass Jr. Foundation of 
Dallas, Texas, and HOK Studio E of 
St. Louis, Missouri. However, the re- 
maining Museum exhibit area is 


the inspired product of the dedicated 
Money Museum staff and other ANA 
headquarters employees. Some visi- 
tors to the newly opened facility were 
so impressed, they donated to the 
“ANA Target 2001” headquarters 
renovation fund on the spot. 

This was a massive project and a 
proud accomplishment. But it is not 
finished. The lower galleries are a 
work in progress, and the ANA must 
raise more money to finance the rest 
of the renovation. Ultimately, the 
new Money Museum will be one of 
the largest facilities of its kind, stim- 
ulating visitors’ interest in numis- 
matics with intriguing windows on 
the worlds of history, art, geogra- 
phy, religion, economics, sociology 
and architecture. We need your con-
